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1. A Fine Arts Commission of the Central Intelligence Agency 
has been established to advise the Executive Director of CIA on 
matters affecting the esthetic appearance of vie interior of the 


Headquarters Building. 


2. The members of the Commission will be selected from Agency 
personnel and will serve in addition to their other duties. The ~ 
Deputy Directors will submit to the Executive Director the names 
and qualifications of officers who have shown an interest: and 
capability in artistic expression. Appointment will be on the | 
basis of qualifications, and not on the basis of organizational 
representation. , The membership of the Commission will be eangenese 
in a separate tesuance. . ’ 


3. When a recommendation of the Commission has been accepted, 
the Executive Director may request the Chairman of the Commission 
or designated members to monitor, in staff capacity, the execution 
of the decision.
